A woman plane spotter reported 
a "large plane’’ in distress Friday 
night and said she saw a flash and 
heard what she thought was a 
crash. 
A summer resort caretaker also 
reported hearing a plane flying 
very low and apparently in trouble. 
Two sailors passing through the 
mountains later reported seeing a 
yellow signal flare. 
Mr and Mrs John Kelly reported 
sighting a second yellow flare Sun­ 
day night and the search shifted 
south of Dillsburg, Pa.

S P R IN G F IE L D <T.E> — No one 
was born in Henderson, Putnam 
or Menard County in the first nine 
months of 1955. 
Illinois’ population continues to 
grow. 
But you would never guess 
it from a look at the birth records 
of about 24 of the state's counties. 
Henderson. Putnam, Bond, Mon­ 
roe and Stark counties recorded 
only one birth each in 1954, while 
Menard had a total of six 
Thg reason for the startling sta­ 
tistics is (hat these counties are 
among 24 in Illinois which do not 
have general hospitals, 
State Health Department officials 
explained
